WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
The Government pushed its efforts 
today to break a deadlock in the 
nation-wide steel strike as an 
equally bleak coal _ situation 
brought a slash in coal-burning 
passenger train service. 

As coal stocks above ground 
dwindled, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission ordered a 25 per cent 
cut in passenger trains pulled by 


coal-burning locomotives, effective 
next Tuesday. 

The order applied to lines with 
less than a 25-day supply of coal 
on hand. The Association of Amer- 
ican Railroads estimates that on 
Oct. 1 one third of the nation’s 
railroads — less than a 30-day 
supply available. 

“An emergency exists requiring 
immediate action in all sections 
of the country,” the ICC said. “Re- 
dgerve stocks of railroad locomo- 


tive coal have reached a danger- 


ously iow level and are further 
decreasing.” 
Order to Cut Mileage. 

It told the railroads to trim 
eoal-burning passenger mileage by 
a fourth of the Oct. 1 figure, and 
hold it there for two months. 

The New York Central Rail- 
road already had announced a de- 
cision to cut out 89 steam-operated 
passenger trains tonight,- in a 
move affecting operations in 11 
states. 

Officers of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad said the company 
now has 13,000 of its 53,000 work- 
ers laid off and can’t cut any 
deeper. President Roy B. White 
said that if the coal strike con- 
tinues the B. & O. will take a 
$1,500,000 loss for October — its 
first monthly operating loss of the 
year, 

Predicts af 

A railroad association spokes- 
man said the coal-burning rail 
lines “will suffer complete paraly- 
sis” by Nov. 15 unless the coal 
strike is ended by then. 
ene h most lines have a 
number of diesel: and_ electric 
powered trains,” the official said, 
“we could not hope to shunt the 
entire transportation load to these 
units, particularly in eastern 
states where traffic is heavy.”

One Prisoner Gets Away 
at Phoenix — Crippled 
Watchman Shoots Qne 
to Death.

PHOENIX, | z., Oct. 22 (AP)—., 
Five Arizona désperadoes smashed 
out of the midtown, fifth floor 
county jail at 1:15 a.m. today, and 
two were killed by gunfire before 
they could get out of the court- 
house. 

At least one prisoner was killed 
by a crippled night watchman 
whom they had disturbed reading 
in a ground floor record room. 

The watchman, Tom Stowe, may 
have shot the second, but so many 
sheriff’s deputies were firing by 
that time that no one could be 
sure who hit him. 

Two Captured on Stairs. 

Two of the jailbreakers were 
captured on a stairway between 
the second and third floors. The 
fifth, Jack L. Tatum, 26 years old, 
crawled out of a courtroom win- 
dow and got away. 

A deputy sheriff was shot in 
the mouth by one of the prisoners. 

Killed were two Arizona prison 
pals who were charged with mur- 
der not long after their release 
from the, penitentiary. They were 
Edward Corcoran, 33, and Edward 
McEwen, 32. Both were awaiting 
trial, 

The search for Tatum caused 
and wproar in downtown Phoenix 
in the early morning hours. Sher- 
iff’s deputies roped off the court- 
house grounds to keep several 
hundred spectators out of the 
range of possible gunfire. Fire 
trucks splashed their searchlights 
over the building and shadowy 
grounds. Road blocks were thrown 
up throughout the city. 

Woman Questioned. 

Mrs. Virginia Horn, 32, was 
brought into headquarters and 
questioned about the break. Offic- 
ers said her sister, Miss Lita Hol- 
man, allegedly was a friend of 
McSwen who had visited him last 
Saturday. Miss Holman was also 
sought for questioning. 

The prisoners started their 
break when Tatum asked W. A. 
Millett, jailer, for aspirin. When 
he opened their cell door, Millett 
said, the prisoners jumped him. 

Leaving Millett locked in the 
cell, the prisoners. picked up an 
automatic pistol in the jail office 
and entered an elevator. 

They got out on the second floor 
and broke a glass door. Corcoran, 
McEwen and Tatum started down 
the stairs to the ground floor. 

Stowe, who had heard the break- 
ing glass, came out of the record 
room to invesigate. 

Watchman Shoots Two. 

“IT started up the stairs and 
three of them jumped me,” he 
said. “One had a gun and hit me 
on the head. I shot one. Then I 
saw one of them on the steps. I 
shot him.” 

Deputy Sheriff O. Z. Alford was 
shot in the mouth as he pushed

CHURCHILL WARNS 
AGAINST ENDING 
MILITARY DRAFT 


LONDON, Oct. 92 (AP)—Win- 
ston Churchill said last night that 
an economy-inspired end to Brit- 
ain’s peacetime military draft 
would cut chances of maintaining 
world peace and would “strike a 
deadly blow” at United States- 
British defense co-operation. 

Speaking at a reunion of 7000 
“desert rat” veterans of the Bat- 
tle of El Alamein where Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s Nazi 
troops first met major defeat, 
Churchill said: 

“It is my conviction that to 
make such a change at this time 
would be deeply injurious to the 
strength of Britain and would re- 
duce our chances of maintaining 
what we all desire—the peace of 
the world.” ‘ 

An end to peacetime conscrip- 
tion has been suggested recently 
to the Labor Government as one 
way to cut Government expenses 
and help Britain through its cur- 
rent economic crisis. 

Prime Minister Attlee and key 
cabinet members are completing 
cuts in government spending 
which, it is estimated, will save 
£200,000,000 to £300,000,000 ($560,- 
000,000 to $840,000,000) annually. 

The program, to be announced 
in Parliament Monday, is reported 
to include reductions in govern- 
ment building of schools, hospitals 
and other public structures, and 
probably some cuts in defense 


appropriations.

The human rights issue was 
raised in the Assembly last spring 
after the trials and convictions of 
Cardinal Josef Mindszenty of 
Hungary and 14 Protestant clergy- 
men in Bulgaria. Romania was 
added to the list of countries al- 
legedly violating human rights 
during the summer. 

Resolution Adopted. 

The resolution approved by the 
Assembly put the U.N. on record 
as expressing “its continuing in- 
terest in and its increased con- 
cern at the grave accusations 
made against Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Romania.” 

The Assembly recorded its opin- 
ion “that the refusal of the gov- 
ernments of Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Romania to co-operate in its 
efforts to examine the grave 
charges with regard to the observ- 
ance of human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms justified this con- 
cern of the General Assembly 
about the state of affairs prevail- 
ing in Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania in this respect.” 

Soviet Speaker Attacks U.S. 

The final Soviet bloc blast 
against the western charges was 
made by Dmitri Z. Manuilsky, 
Soviet Ukrainian Foreign Min- 
ister. He declared fundamental 
human rights are being violated 
every day in the United States. 

Manuilsky, speaking in the clos- 
ing stages of the debate, told the 
Assembly that western charges 
against Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania were “dirty slanders” 
and “flagrant falsifications.” He 
attacked the United States for be- 
ing one of the countries to press 
the charges, saying that it was 
strange for such action to come 
from a land wheré “lynch law” 
and “Jim Crow” prevails and 
where “fundamental human rights 
are being violated every day.” 


Briton Assails Vishinski. 

Yesterday Britain’s Sir Hartley 
Shawcross made a blistering at-

Y. Vishinsky. He said Vishinsky 
Was as agile as a monkey in 
changing his interpretations of 
charter provisions and declared 
“there is no extravagance he will 
shrink from if it suits his argu- 
ment.” 

“The Assembly would have suf- 
fered no loss if Mr. Vishinsky and 
his fellows had kept quiet,” he 
said. “As I listened to the parti- 
san spokesmen of the ruling 
classes in Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania, I could not help feel 
the sickening similarity to what 
was heard from the Nazi and 
Fascist spokesmen of 10 years 
ago.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (UP)—The 
largest city in the nation was to 
have a taste of atom-age “War- 
fare” today when American and 
Canadian fighter planes join to 
defend New York from a mock 
“enemy” bombing raid. 

Thousands of New Yorkers were 


expected to watch from rooftops 
when an “attacking squadron” of 
12 to 18 B-26 bombers penetrate 
the city’s outer fringe of defenses 
with an imaginary load of bombs.

—A Nobel Prize-winning scientist 
says the Russians are moving 
faster than the United States in 
atomic development and soon may 
be ahead of us. 

Dr. Harold C. Urey, who won 
the prize for discovering heavy 
hydrogen, made that statement 
and gave this reason:. : 

The United States is too con- 
cerned about military secrecy. 

“Tt is time that we take stock 
of this situation and recognize it 


for what it is,” Dr. Urey declared. 
“And it is time that we stop 
witch-hunting about the ‘secret’ 
‘which obviously now does not ex- 


ist.” 
Disputes View. 

He gave his views at a press 
conference yesterday. So did Lt. 
Gen, Leslie R. Groves, wartime 
atomic research chief. 

Dr. Urey said, “I would fire 

every security officer in every 
atonfic plant and laboratory in the 
United States with the exception 
of Los Alamos.” (Los Alamos was 
excepted, he said, because of its 
military detail value.) 
“Childish,” scoffed Gen. Groves. 
He said ‘United States atomic 
secrecy since World War II was 
needed to give European nations 
“breathing time for recovery. We 
would have shortened the time 
for Russian discovery of the atom 
bomb by making our information 
available.” 

Dr. Urey said that if the United 
States doesn’t abandon (1) atomic 
secrecy’ and (2) congressional 
“witch hunts,” the Russians will 
soon forge ahead of the United 
States in atomic know-how and 
the number of atomic bombs. 

Forecast on Soviet Stockpile. 

“Since Russia was able to make 
the bomb in such a short time, it 
is obvious that she is making 
headway comparable to that which 
we made during the war,” he said. 
“She could make a stockpile in a 
relatively short time. I should 
say .about two years could and 
probably will see the lead of the

“The progress of atomic re- 
search in the United States during 
the past four years has not been 
satisfactory. The program is in- 
efficient at present because it is 
frustrated by a mistaken desire 
on the part of Congress and the 
public to protect us against the 
loss of “the secret.’” 

Dr. Urey declared, “I view the 
acquiring of bombs by Russia as 
exceedingly ominous.” 

“There are almost no first class 
scientists working on atomic en- 
ergy in the United States now,” 
he said. 

“It has been very difficult to 
take any courageous stand in re- 
gard to anything connected with 
atomic energy as long as commit- 
ata st Congress of the United 
States continually impune the in- 
tegrity and motives of scientific 
roups. .

Two other scientists got into 
the act, writing in the Bulletin 
of Atomic Scientists. 

Dr. Frederick Seitz, professor of 
physics at the University of Illi- 
nois, said in a short time the 
Russians will have learned all 
that United States scientists know 
of the atom. bomb. 

“It is far better,” he went on, 
“that we focus attention on the 
acquisition of new knowledge and 
new techniques and run the small 
danger that some of this knowl- 
edge will be obtained by the Rus- 
sians before they discover it 
themselves.” 

Dr. Eugene Rabinowitch, pro- 
fessor of botany at Illinois, said: 

“Not only is our leadership in 
atomic offense threatened: we are 
even more in danger of falling 
behind the Soviet Union in our 
capacity for defense.” 

Dr. Urey, writing in the bulle- 
tin, said the United States atomic 
program is inefficient and frus- 
trated. Atomic scientists have 
left their work “in utter disgust,” 
he wrote, because of “petty se- 
curity regulations” and “charges 
of having Communistic leanings.” 

Dr. Urey said the only defense 
against the atomic bomb is in the 
establishment of a global world 
government. 

Dr. Rabinowitch said the best 
defense is to be somewhere else 
when the bomb explodes. 


Norwegian Says U. S. Disclosures 

‘Saved Russia Two Years. 

PARIS, ‘Oct. 22 (UP)—Gunnar 
Randers, Norway’s chief atomic 
expert, said yesterday that pub- 
lication by the United States of 
official reports on development of 
the atomic bomb had saved Russia 
two years of research. 

He specifically mentioned the 
Smyth report published by the 
United States in 1945 as “extreme- 
ly helpful to everybody working 
in atomic research.” 

Randers, chief of the board of 
Norway’s Institute for Atomic 
Energy Studies, said in an inter- 
view that Norway as well as Rtis- 
sia was able to make great strides 
in research as a result of reports 
published by the United States. 

The Smyth report, published un- 
der the title “Atomic Energy for 
Military Purposes,” was written 
by Henry D, Smyth, chairman of 
the department of physics at 
Princeton University, and consult- 
ant of the Manhattan project. It 
was written at the request of Maj. 
‘Gen. L. R. Groves, “for the pur- 
pose of conveying epoch-making 
scientific information to the pub- 
lic.” 


U. 8. Forced to Revise Strategy, 
Soviet Press Says. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 22 (AP) — The 
Soviet press said yesterday that 
since Russia disclosed it has the 
atomic bomb American military 
specialists have been forced to 
recognize the impossibility of 
waging a blitzkrieg war. 

Commenting on the United 
States congressional hearings on 
the atomic bomb-carrying B-36 
bomber, the controlled press ob- 
served that “American aggressors 
are losing their illusions.”

‘Not Binding,’ Adenauer 


Tells Parliament. 


BONN, Germany, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
Germany's eastern boundary ques- 
tion has aroused both talk and ac- 
tion in the occupied country’s com- 
peting governments. \ 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer of 
the west German republic told the 
lower house of his parliament here 
yesterday, that the east German 
government’s acceptance of the 
Oder-Neisse line “is not binding 
on Germany.” | | 

The Oder-Neisse line was esta 
lished : by « Russian ‘and Polish 
agreement; giving a large segment 
of eastern Germany to Poland ‘in 
exchange for Polish land absorbed 
by the Soviet Union. 

The eastern German government 
of President Wilhelm Pieck and 
Chancellor Otto Grotewohl calls 
the Oder-Neisse line the “peace 
frontier.’ The average German 
does not share that enthusiasm. 

Pledge on Berlin. 
Berlin itself was not forgotten 
in Chancellor Adenauer’s policy 
speech here.. His government, he 
said, “will help keep’ Berlin 
healthy and. will never abandon it.” 
He called Berlin an “outpost and 
bulwark of democratic Germany, 
even an outpost of democratic 
western Europe.” 

Most of Adenauer’s fire was di- 

rected at the rival east German 
republic, which he denounced as a 
Soviet “satellite state.” The depu- 
ties applauded loudly. 
The west German republic, he 
declared, “is the only legitimate 
German state until the unity of 
all Germany is attained.” He 
added that his government, which 
has the backing of the western 
powers, “feels itself responsible 
for the Germans of the Soviet 
Zone.” 

In Berlin the east German re- 
public started a purge of Soviet 
zone politicians who have publicly 
opposed giving former ast Ger- 
man provinces to Poland by plac- 
ing the eastern boundary at the 
Oder and Neisse rivers. 

The line, set by Russian and 
Polish agreement, has been in- 
dorsed by the Communist Govern- 
ment of. the new east German 
state. Adenauer’s west German 
Government opposes it. The West- 
ern Allies have accepted the boun- 
dary only as a temporary line, 
subject to possible future change. 

Christian Democrats Hit. 
The purge in east Germany hit 
hard at the zone’s Christian Dem- 
ocratic party, which is co-operat- 
ing with the Communist govern- 
ment. Party leaders were ordered 
to strike from their rolls any mem- 
bers who have publicly opposed 
the Russian-sponsored' eastern 
boundary. 

The Berlin radio also felt a 
crack-down. The superintendent 
and several of his chief deputies 
were dismissed. The British-li- 
censed newspaper Telegraf said 
Russian contro! officers also had 
been recalled because, said the 
paper, Berlin radio programs were 
showing too much of a “tendency” 
favorable to the West. 
Meanwhile, a $116,000,000 trade 
agreement between western Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia was an- 
nounced at Frankfurt by the Al- 
lied High Commission. The agree- 
ment covers a one-year period end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1950. It calls for an 
exchange of goods amounting to 
$58,000,000 in each direction. 


BARKLEY DEFENDS 
‘WELFARE STATE’ 
POLICIES IN SPEECH 


GAINESVILLE, Fla, Oct. 22 
(AP)—Vice President Alben W. 
Barkley tore up a prepared speech 
on higher education at the Uni- 
versity of Florida homecoming 
last night and substituted a strong 
defense of “welfare state” policies. 

Barkley said the nation had been 
forced by economic expansion and 
technical developments to under- 
take federal regulation of such 
things as commerce, aviation and 
communications. 

He said it had become “settled 
policy” also that such things as 
rural electrification, health, social 
security, flood control and con- 
servation were national problems. 

“If there had been no co-opera- 
tion between the Federal Govern- 
ment and the states, individualism 
could not have accomplished” the 
things that have been done in 
such fields, he said. 

Barkley asked which federal 
services welfare state critics 
would abandon. 

“I.am personally: one of. those 
who believe governments are set 
up for the purpose of advancing 
the welfare of the people,” he said. 
He insisted policies of federal 
aid in conservation, social securi- 
ty and interstate commerce would 
not lead to totalitarianism. The 
people of the United States would 
never let that happen, he said.

Carroll O. Switzer to take over as 
judge in the Southern District of 
Iowa, succeeding Judge Charies A. 
Dewey, retired. 

Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa, 
had previously called the nomina- 
tion of Switzer a ‘personal affront” 
to him. By raising a “personally 
obnoxious” objection to a nominee, 
a Senator usually can bring about 
Senate rejection of an appointee 
from his state. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
didy’t act on Switzer’s nomination 
in the last session. When Truman 
sends the appointment up again, 
as he must, Gillette will have an 
opportunity to voice his objections. 

Gillette recently talked with the 
President about the nomination 
and indicated he thought some 
satisfactory solution would be 
reached, Friends said, however, 
he was not likely to drop his fight 
against Switzer.

“It is a delicate balance that we 
must maintain in the world. For 
war is neither inevitable nor is it 
impossible. Since the decision to 
start a war will not be ours, and 
since it is in the hands of a few 
men, who need not report to a 
public or a congress, the likelihood 
of war is unpredictable. We know 
that no moral or ethical restraint 
has so far kept Communism from 
spreading by force. The deter- 
rents have, instead, been real and 
physical.” 

Surprised at Disclosures. 

Bradley took the lawmakers 
mildly to task for making public 
details of secret testimony which 
he gave. .

PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP)—Socialist 
bargaining over distribution of 
cabinet posts threatened today to 
block formation of a new French 
Government by Premier Rene 
Mayer. Mayer has heard the 
Socialists’ demands and is ex- 
pected to have a showdown con- 
ference with them later in the 
day. France has been without a 
cabinet since Henri Queuille re- 
signed Oct. 6. 

Mayer, a Radical Socialist, rieeds 
to get the Radical Socialists, 
Socialists and Popular Republi- 
cans working together in a coali- 
tion if any cabinet he forms is to 
have a chance to hold office for a 
reasonable time. 

It was reported that the Social- 
ists, as a condition for their sup- 
port, have demanded that Mayer 
retain Paul Ramadier as Minister 
of Defense. Mayer already had 
promised that post to Rene Pleven 
of the rightist Democratic and 
Socialist Union of Resistance.

Louis Post-Dispatch and the Chicago 
Daily News, the public knows 51 editors, 
executives or other employes of 14 daily 
and 33 weekly newspapers in Illinois 
received state pay checks totaling more 
than $480,000 between 1943 and 1949. 


As a member of Sigma Delta Chi, pro- 
fessional journalistic fraternity, and 
a believer in the ethics of journalism, I 
found it a disgusting experience to at- 
tend the Illinois Press Association meet- 
ing and observe why no criticism was 
voiced against these men who betrayed 
their profession. It left the average 
journalist with a shameful feeling about 
the standards of the weekly newspaper 
profession. The I.P.A. is dominated by 
weeklies, particularly the payroll pub- 
lishers. 


It appeared embarrassing to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois School of Journalism 
faculty members who were present and 
may have expected some defense of 
ethics of the press. It was even more 
disgusting to the public, who realized 
that in the past year the associatiom had 
sold the State of Illinois a scheme to 
employ an extra university faculty mem- 
ber whose chief duty is to act as field 
secretary of the I.P.A. 

It appeared that this employe and 
some officials of the organization col- 
laborated in concealing corruption with- 
in their own organization.

Perhaps it’s just as good that Mayor Darst has 
called fresh attention to the building of the 
Saarinen arch, the Gateway to the West, on the 
riverfront. 

In only four years, the whole ‘United States 
will be celebrating the 150th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase, the happiest real estate deal 
in all history. It is only fitting that this cele- 
bration should center in St. Louis, the capital of 
the Louisiana country, And how could it be 
marked more fittingly than by the canstruction 
of this soaring, gleaming symbol of “that west- 
ward expansion of the nation so imaginatively 
launched by Thomas Jefferson? 
build the arch by 1953? 

Displaying rather less imagination than the 
founder of his party, Mr. Darst apparently does 
not want to build the arch at all. He seems to 
prefer little more than a parking lot on the site. 


In this, he has again shown his gift for getting 


on the petty side of an issue. 

As a matter of fact, as has been pointed out by 
William W. Crowdus, president of the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial Association, tke 
building of the arch is really no longer a local 
issue at all. The land and the project belong to 
the Federal Government, not to the City Hall. 
The site was cleared to produce one of the great 
monuments of the American people, not merely 
a local convenience. 

St. Louis, of course, always will have a pri- 
mary interest in the development. But this in- 
terest should be bold, rather than picayune. St. 
Louis has long been one of the distinctive cities 
of the country. It has history, tradition, color 
and character. But these, unfortunately, have 
never found a splendid, physical expression. St. 
Louis has no Statue of Liberty, no Eiffel Tower, 
no Washington Monument to stand as a grand 
municipal trade-mark, advertising it to all the 
world. The arch would be such a symbol. In- 
deed, it already has been so used. 

This need may well have been in the minds 
of the citizens who contributed $225,000 for the 
competition which produced this design. The 
community should not break faith with these 
men and all the others who, following the fine 
example of Luther Ely Smith, have labored long 
and hard to bring something really distinguished 
into being on the riverfront. 

It now turns out that the Mayor has been 
working behind the scenes for the establishment 
of a “reappraisal committee” which, in the words 
of Mr. Crowdus, would sabotage the whole plan. 
We are giad that the Federal Government, rep- 
resented by Secretary of the Interior Krug, 
showed a deeper sense of obligation and of the 
fitness of things. Mr. Krug turned the Mayor 
down flat. 

For that? the people of St. Louis, who au- 
thorized a $7,500,000 bond issue for the memo- 
rial, can be grateful. Mayor Darst was not 
speaking with the voice of those voters. 

The Mayor’s earlier public statements indicate 
that he favored the project. What caused him 
to change his mind is a subject for very interest- 
ing speculation. But it is to be hoped that he 
will return to his original point of view—espe- 
cially for the discussions soon to be held here 
with Secretary Krug, Senator Anderson and 
other federal representatives. 

It is true that St. Louis could use parking 
facilities, a ball park and many another feature. 
These should all be acquired in their time and 
in ‘their place. But they ‘need not, they should 
not, be acquired by sacrificing a meaningful and 
magnificent development of the riverfront.

Everybody knows that Margaret Truman is no 
Tetrazzini or Kirsten Flagstad, but she is work- 
ing hard at what talents she possesses and has a 
right to courteous reception of them.

What Labor Reads 


' Almést without notice, as George H. Hall re- 
ports from Washington, the labor press has 
boomed into a major enterprise. The rise of this 
form of journalism seems to be something for 
the commercial press to gaze upon with wonder 
and some gratitude. 

Labor newspapers are not direct financial com- 
petition for daily newspapers. The labor press 
claims a circulation of 30,000,000, about the ag- 
gregate for evening dailies, but the press gen- 
erally has also increased its circulation. Labor 
papers may still be regarded as supplementary 
reading. 

What the labor press effers is the competition 
of ideas. And it would be a mistake to regard 
such papers only as a limited counterpart to in- 
dustry’s trade press. 

Recently a trade magazine devoted to “indus- 
trial know-how” published graphs showing how 
business lays off manpower. How would a labor 
paper respond to the know-how involved in firing 
people? Certainly the reply would not be sta- 
tistical. It would be in direct human terms of 
how it feels to be fired, what it does to the 
grocery budget and what it means to children. 

Labor editors think that their readers repre- 
sent so large a part of the American people 
that they are compelled to consider major pub- 
lic needs. So the CIO News lists voting guides: 


' the railway brotherhoods’ Labor watches civil 


rights, which are the very basis for trade uaions: 
and the United Mine Workers Journal prints a 
page of recipes, because the housewife is as much 
a union concern as her husband. 

Not all labor papers can claim to be success- 
ful. Some are inaccurate, some are far too opin- 
ionated, some are dull. Often their standards 
have little relation to professional guidance. The 
Newspaper Guild’s Reporter has never won the 
recognition given to the Maritime Union’s Pilot, 
which is as salty as the sailors who read it. 

But there would be no labor press at ail if the 
commercial press gave full expression to the 


- needs and opinions of millions of trade unionists. 


For example, it was the labor press that dug up 
the story that California doctors had abandoned 


their usual ethics in advertising against national 


health insurance, which labor supports and much 
of the daily press opposes. | 
Union newspapers did not omit the fact that 


So, why not * 
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the daily press had ignored the story. In this 
they performed a useful function. The Hutchins 
Commission on Freedom of the Press advised 
newspapers to employ self-criticism to protect 
their freedom, but few responded. Union papers 
are critical of the daily press and critical of each 
other. hy 

Joseph C. Harsch of the Christian Science 
Monitor says the labor papers are “in posses- 
sion of a public issue being sidestepped by the 
established commercial press.” The latter is in 
a position to do no more that congratulate the 
labor editors. For if published opinion were uni- 
form in this country, freedom of the press would 
be meaningless. 
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Study Topic for the County 

Opponents of a county manager plan for St. 
Louis county charge it would-mean “a Hitler 
type of government.” This is the usual com- 
plaint of those who lack concrete evidence 
against the idea, and the Charter Commission 
can write off such criticism in a hurry. 

Both the County League of Women Voters 
and the County Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
recommend that the manager form be incorpo- 
rated in the proposed home rule charter. This 
would permit election of a policy-making board 
which would appoint’a qualified administrator or 
manager. 

The charge of “undemocratic” was raised..by 
William J. Becker of the County Democrafic 
Committee and others. J. E. Sigoloff, Univer- 
sity City councilman, noted that the same pro- 
test was heard when his city adopted the man- 
ager plan. He added, “I’ve seen both the old 
and new governments in action, and I'll take the 
new one.” 

America has had a generation of experience 

with the manager form. In many cities, and in 
the urban counties which have adopted it, the 
manager system has worked well. In some 
places it has not. Im Kansas City, the system 
gave poor service until the Pendergast machine 
was destroyed, but has served well ever since. 
. What experience indicates is that the manager 
form is excellent, as a form, because it permits 
separation of purely political and policy re- 
sponsibilities and technical administrative func- 
tions. It does have to be fitted carefully to local 
conditions, and it is no panacea. It can be 
ruined by inadequate protection or by civic 
apathy. | 

Probably no form of government could work 
very well if applied to the present obsolete 
structure in St. Louis county. The county lacks 
civil service, which would protect efficient ad- 
ministration from political interference. Gov- 
ernment is dominated by a multitude of elective 
officers with divided responsibilities and vague 
jurisdictions. The system makes it as difficult 
as possible for voters to select competent offi- 
cers or to put their finger on incompetency. 

A home rule charter which retained these con- 
ditions would only give county government more 
authority to be inefficient. Few citizens would 
vote for it. The Charter Commission can con- 
sider anything less than a good charter a waste 
of time. . 
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An Atlantic Air Lift? 


Robert S. Allen says defense chiefs are think- 
ing of a plan to start off the European Military 
Assistance Program. It is to establish an air lift 
over the Atlantic to ferry. guns and war materials 
to our Western Allies. 

A dramatic idea, Indeed, many might call it 
theatrical. But there is no doubt that, in event 
of war, a trans-Atlantic air lift would be a neces- 
sity. The argument then is that it would be 
valuable to experiment now. 

Of course, the world already knows the United 
States is capable of such a project. The Berlin 
air lift proved it. What we could do over short 
land distances, we can do over long water hops. 

Many lessons were learned from the Berlin air 
lift, from operational and technical points of 
view. With a minimum of casualties, we sent 
heavily-loaded planes into Berlin only minutes 
apart. We did this in all kinds of weather. Re- 
turning air lift pilots claim that, for all their 
admitted skill, private air lines could profit by 
the Army’s experience. 

Whether an Atlantic air lift should be under- 
taken involves a measurement of values. Would 
its use for training purposes be overshadowed 
by the charge that it is a swashbuckling attempt 
to impress the world with our power?

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Score for the Rail Cartel 


With Interstate Commerce Commission con- 
sent, 112 Western railroads have made an agree- 
ment to restrain competition among themselves. 
The Justice Department made telling objections, 
and it could point to a flagrant previous West- 
ern railroad conspiracy, but the ICC ordered 
only minor changes and said “the advantages ac- 
cruing to the public interest are such as to out- 
weigh any possible disadvantages of any char- 
acter which could arise therefrom.” 

Therefore, under the Reed-Bulwinkle Act of 
1948, which became law over President Tru- 
man’s veto, the ICC- has duly exempted a large 
segment of the national railway industry from the 
penalties of the anti-trust laws. This exemption 
was what the railroads demanded and got when 
it seemed as though anti-trust suits by the Gov- 
ernment and the State of Georgia might go 
against them. : | 

As to that finding of “public interest,” the 
ICC long ago proved its inability to take a 
straight view of public interest in such matters. 


A goog job of regulating railroads would mean © 


hard, painstaking administrative work by the 
ICC, which the commissioners don’t relish. Thew 
aspire, rather, to become a “supreme court of 
transportation,” and ghe commissioners have even 
adopted some of thé Supreme Justices’ verbal 
mannerisms. Naturally, they are grateful to the 
railroads for getting together to regulate them- 


selves, for then they can bask in the judicial role 


of passing judgment when these good friends 
fall out among themselves. * “Mime 

No wonder, then, that Representative Celler, 
leader of the House inquiry into. monopoly, 
speaks of only “a semblance of control” by the 
ICC, the “carte blanche the Reed-Bulwinkle Act 
gives the railroads to violate the anti-trust laws,” 
and the “private j hierarchy in the carrier 
industry which the act virtually sarictions.”

Far from proving “incredible mismanagement,” Iowan himself had 
to admit rapid atomic energy progress with no known security 
of leaks, reporter says; cites suspicious circumstances in the charges 
themselves and speculates on the interests which trumped them up.

The nation has now had @ review of all 
charges which could be mustered against 
its Atomic Energy Commission. The “in- 
credible mismanagement” alleged by Sen. 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper, the Iowa Repub- 
lican who formerly headed the joint con- 
gressional “watchdog” committee, has been 
spread on the record—with truly incred- 
ible results. 

It shows, and is admitted by the accus- 
ing Senator, that — 

Our atomic weapons position now is bet- 
ter than it has ever been and that the 
Defense Department 
is more than satis- 
fied. 

A farsighted reac- 
tor development pro- 
gram, looking to- 
ward atomic power 
and propulsion, is 
well launched. 

There are no 
known leaks involv- 
ing security. 

Out of 140,000 per- 
sons investigated for 
clearance, 
the commission’s dili- 
gence and efficiency 
has been such tha 
the gentleman from Iowa was able to cite 
only 34 cases for criticism. And review of 
these cases by the watchdog committee has 
failed to sustain his criticism, in the view 
of the Committee’s professional staff and 
its present chairman, Senator McMahon. 

Yet, as this is being written, the Joint 
Congressional Committee is badly split over 
the report on its investigation. It is split 
primarily because political and other con- 
siderations conflict with the obligation to 
give the commission the clean bill.of health 
to which it manifestly is entitled. 

It is well to examine some of these con- 
siderations, but fitst one is prompted to 
ask whether a discerning public needs a 
committee report at all. The public hear- 
ings told their own story so eloquently 
that not only the public, but committee 
members themselves, lost interest in the 
inquiry long before it ended. Members 
who thought at first they would be present 
to administer the coup de grace to David 
E. Lilienthal, the Commission chairman, 
did not bother to come to the last hearings. 

Actually, even before the hearings died 
a slow and almost unnoticed death, there 
was ample reason for the nation to have 
neither alarm nor surprise at the cry 
which went up in May for Lilienthal’s 
scalp. The attack on this embattled pub- 
lic servant, whose name during his days 
as Tennessee Valley Authority chairman 
had become synonymous with public power 
and democratic liberalism in government, 
was .inevitable for many reasons. The

most obvious was that some military and 


congressional diehards had been biding 
their time to “get Lilienthal.” 

Though the public probably was not 
aware of it, there were in addition to those 
who openly opposed Mr. Lilienthal’s con- 
firmation, others who because of political 
expediency had to accept the medicine 
they privately found difficult to stomach. 
Among the latter was Senator Hicken- 
looper, who happened at that time to be 
chairman of the Joint: Committee but who 
now, stripped of his chairmanship and. its 
perquisites because of his party’s defeat at 
the polls, felt free to lead the scalping. 

Behind the scenes also were the in- 
evitable jealousies and conflicting ambi- 
tions which. are bound to be generated 
by any new force as potent militarily, and 
potentially economically, as atomic energy. 
The lingering fight against civilian control, 
from which Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson finally disassociated the military 
establishment during the hearings, is but 
one of these. But no amount of official 
disavowal apparently can call off some of 
the men who continue this struggle. An- 
other factor probably is the fear on the 
part of some legislators and on the part of 
big business that too successful public ad- 
ministration of atomic energy may miti- 
gate against eventual private control. 

An informed public could have applied 
several immediate tests to reassure itself 
that this enterprise has not in fact foun- 
dered in the hands of incapable men. It 
might have noticed that the watchdog com- 
mittee was not ringing any bells; that the 
commission’s General Advisory Committee, 
consisting of some of this country’s most 
respected scientists, educators and indus- 
trialists, was sounding no alarm; that 
nothing, not even a peep of complaint, had 
been .heard from the statutory Military 
Liaison Committee, consisting of high mili- 
tary brass. « ° 

If this were not enough, one had but to 
recall that ‘the McMahon Atomic Energy 
Act specifically ruled out a single admin- 
istrator. Instead, it established a commis- 
sion of five equally responsible members. 
Yet Senator Hickenlooper’s tharge of in- 
credible mismanagement went, as he put it, 
“solely and éntirely to the question of the 
administrative competency of Mr, Lilien- 
thal as chairman of the commission.” 

This alone could well have been the tip- 
off of the sincerity, or lack of sincerity, of 
the charges, particularly when they were 
the shotgun offering of one of the two 
men in Congress most familiar with the 
provisions of the act. And as a clincher 
one was justified in asking this question: 
“Why did Senator Hickenlooper not scream 
the alarm during the two years, until this 
February, that he was chairman of the 
watchdog committee?” 3

Tribute to a Queen 


QUEEN NEW ORLEANS. Harnett T. Kane. (Mor- 
row & Co., 374 pgs., $5.00.)

If New Orleans is a queen, Harnett T. 
‘ane is a love-inspired knight and these 


' pages aré his ballad in praise of her beauty, 


vivacity and tolerance. Early in the first 
er of this book he writes the follow- 
ng: 

“New Orleans is a lady—part American, 
part Spanish, more French’ than either in 
her essential viewpoint. She ‘is intriguing 
in her swift changes of mood, grande dame 
one moment, gamine the next. She enjoys 
laughter, appreciates a shdw, relishes a 
quiet hour of happiness. By the (stranger) 
she is considered a little shady, if not 
worse; she would be.the first to admit she 
is no anemic Puritan... . It is generally 
admitted, however, that she has taste and 
judgment and poise unmistakable. To her 
have come glory and heartbreak, triumph 
and defeat, and she has profited from them 
all. She can look fate in the face and 
make the best of whatever befalls her. 
And, above everything else, she has her 
. Gallic joie de vivre, 
her Latin apprecia- 
tion of the generous 
intention, the gallant 
gesture.” 

Mr. Kane’s book is 
an effort to support 
that charming thesis. 
He does it very well. 
He takes us through 
the early days of the 
French and Spanish 
and the impact, such 
as it was, of the 
Americans. Always 
his emphasis is on 
the romantic — the 
legend of Manon 
Lescaut, the men 
who were aristocrats on the edge of a raw 
‘and savage land, the Frenchman who be- 
came the slave of a cannibal widow, the 
titillating quadroons, the frequently fatal 
duels. A whole chapter is devoted to a 
rapturous discussion of New Orleans food. 
Other chapters describe the city’s contri- 
butions to music and the theater. 


Yet Mr. Kane is not unaware of his mis- 
tress’s vices; he simply seems to love her 
the more because of them. He tells 
graphically, and almost with pride, of the 
city’s epidemics, of its corrupt politics and 
of its fabulous red light district. . Fittingly, 
the book closes, except for some suggested 
trips in and around New Orleams, on a 
description of Mardi Gras. 

If Queen New Orleans is as generous as 
her admirer believes, she will reward him 
well for his openhanded tribute. We, too, 
might thank him for a fascinating book.

Short’s Statement. 

Short, expressing concern over 
the rumors, said he intended to 
gee to it that Johnson sticks to 
personal assurances that there 
will be no reprisals over airing of 
Navy grievances. 

“If ys think they can get uni- 
fication by ruthlessly eliminating 
opposition, they’ve another 
think comiing,” he told reporters. 
“Everything can be worked out 
all right if there’s not too much 
vindictiveness. ” 

Sasscer, like Short, a Navy sym- 
pathizer, declared: . 

“The important thing is to get 
the armed services working as a 
team. We have got to be careful 
to keep away from any elimina- 
tion or purges.” * 

Johnson, in his friendly but un- 
compromising appearance ,before 
the committee, said the . former 
civilian head of the Navy quit be- 
cause “Mr. Sullivan was not for 
unification and would not support 
unification. 

“He submitted his letter of res- 
ignation to the President—a day 
or two before I was sworn in— 
because I told him there no 
room on my team or the civilian 
side of the defense establishment 
for any person who was not en- 
thusiastically for unification.” 

Sullivan’s Denial. 

That brought a sharply-phrased 
denial from Sullivan, who was in 
Boston attending a college re- 


nion. 

In the first place, he said, no 
one ever asked him to resign. 

“lt worked hard for unification 
while I was Secretary of the 
Navy,” he declared in a state- 
ment. “From outward appear- 
ances, it would seem that unifica- 
tion made more progress while I 
was in the Navy Department than 
it has since I left.” 

That was an obvious reference 
to testimony by top navy ad- 
mirals, who contended that they 
are bei denied “full partner- 
ship” in the joint chiefs of staff 
and ‘are being “counted out” in 
defense councils to the detriment 
of national security. 

Sullivan said: 

“If, when Secretary Johnson 
said I was against unification, he 
meant that I was against aboli- 
tion of marine aviation, against 
the slow death of the Marine 
Corps and naval aviation through 
restrictive functions, the laying up 
of carriers and the disproportion- 
ate choking-off of funds appropri- 
ated to the Navy by Congress, 
then Secretary Johnson was ¢or- 
rect in saying I was opposed’ to 
that kind of unification.” 

All of those charges—like the 
ones made by the admirals—have 
been denied in testimony by Army 
and Air Force leaders, as well as 
by Johnson himself. 


H Come to Close. 

The hearings came to a close on 
a “where - do - we - go-from-here?” 
note. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, complimenting Johnson 
on his defense of Pentagon poli- 
cies. adjourned the investigation 
until Jan. 3, when Congress re- 
turns for its next session. 

In the meantime, he announced, 
the committee will study and 
evaluate the testimony and “reach 
an agreement on the best course 
to follow.” 

From tHe testimony and the 
House group's reaction to it, sev- 
eral things seem sure: 

1, Johnson intends to keep a 
hard hand on the throttle at the 
Pentagon, and force through 
whatever economics he can.

Russian. Artist. Makes First 
St. Louis Appearance at 
the Principia. 


Tossy | Spivakovsky, Russian- 
born violinist who has achieved 
prominence with the nationwide 
musical public through his per- 
formances of the Bartok concerto, 
made his first St. Louis appear- 
ance last night in a recital gt 
Howard Hall, the Principia. Mir. 
Spivakosky demonstrated almost 
immediately an unusual technique, 
a serious, vital temperament and 
a tone which, at its best, was 
warm and deeply colored. 

His most impressive playing for 
artistic quality was in the Brahms 
D Minor Sonata and the Bartok 
Roumanian Dances. The sonata 
was phrased with exceptional clar- 
ity and intelligence. Though it 
was projected with intensity, it 
also was nobly proportioned and 
altogether made an effect of 
breadth, depth and elevation. (The 
Bartok Dances had a wonderful 
rhythmic resilience but without 
being in any sense abandoned. 
In the Bach Chaconne for solo 
violin Mr. Spivakovsky did some 
prodigious multiple stopping. The 
fingers of his left hand operated 
something like hammers in mak- 
ing contact with the strings and 
this, together with the evenly sus- 
tained pressure of a powerful bow- 
ing arm was apparently what 
made each voice sound with equal 
intensity and color. But the per- 
formance as a whole was episodic. 
It lacked both a sense of continu- 
ity and a sense of growth. 

He began his recital with a Mo- 
zart Adagio which, though beauti- 
ful in sound, was rather too opu- 
lent in color for such a simple 
pieee. He brought the formal pro- 
gram to a close with a fluent and 
buoyant performance of Valse 
Scherzoby Tschaikowsky. The 
audience, which grew progres- 
sively more responsive as the eve- 
ning wore on, was enthusiastic 
and demanding at the end; #0 
much so that five encores were 
added. 

All in all Mr. Spivakovsky 
showed a strong talent, a unique 
style and, though not faultless in 
performance, his tone was some- 
times coarse and his phrasing 
sometimes lacked suppleness—the 
sum of his qualities was that of 
a communding artist. 

He was accompanied by Leon 
Pommers, ad iscreet and musi- 
cianly pianist, who was a little too 
discreet in the Brahms sonata. 
Mr. Spivakovsky will appear as 
soloist with the St. Louis Sym-

Impact of 
Nehru on U.S. 


Premier’s Energy 
Likened to That 
of LaGuardia.

NEW DELHI, India. 

RIME MINISTER NEHRU’S 

personal impact on America, and 

vice versa, will be watched by 
Americans here with almost as 
much interest as his political for- 
tunes. 

They know the Prime Minister 
not only as a patriot and a states- 
man but as a high-strung aristo- 
crat who does not suffer fools or 
even traffic delays gladly in his 
own country. One American tells 
of seeing Nehru leave his car and 
untangle an evening’s rush-hour 
traffic jam with demonic energy 
reminiscent of the late Fiorello La 
Guardia. The next morning, at 
that point and other major inter- 
sections in Delhi, there were im- 
provised traffic circled. 

This is Nehru’s first visit to 
America, perhaps his first real ac- 
quaintance with a _ grass-roots 
product of democracy like Harry 
Truman. Some of the working 
press believe that even now Nehru 
prefers the British end feels a 
closer affinity to.them than. to 
Americans. A few people here 
think he is anti-American. Nehru 
comes of a ruling class. He was 
educated in Britain like virtually 
all of the present rulers of India 
and Pakistan. The best officials 
in both countries, in the opinion 
of many, are those trained in the 
British civil service. ; 

Not Likely to Falter on Dignity. 

No one expects, of course, that 
Nehru will falter personal or 
public dignity. Ne heless, there 
is a féeling here, as in the United 
States when President Truman 
takes to the road, that interesting 
things might happen. 

Nehru’s United States visit coin- 
cides with unusually extreme eco- 
nomic difficulties in India caused 
by the rift with Pakistan and 
especially its refusal to follow the 
British lead and devalue. The 
trade standstill is hardest on In- 
dia, as Pakistan feeds itself and 
India and has a world market 
crop, jute. , 

Asked what Nehru seeks in 
America, officials here reply: Bet- 
ter understanding, nothing spe- 
cific. 

United States diplomats in this 
part of the world have been 
warned that no ECA is in pros- 
pect for Asia, and they have not 
raised any false hopes. They also 
have duly noted Congressional 
coolness toward President Tru- 
man’s point four program for de- 
velopment of underdeveloped 
areas. Recently, a number of them 
met in Singapore to discuss what 
could be done to help—and how. 

Masses of Capital Needed. 

Tt is an immensely difficult 
problem. The rapid industrializa- 
tion which is the only way to raise 
the living standards of marres of 
people requires masses of capital. 
But investors require profits and 
stable governments. For their 
part, the new nationalistic coun- 
tries are fearful of dollar diplo- 
macy, and their rules for foreign 
investment are not too alluring. 

The maddening problems of this 
region have been aggravated by 
the great migrations. Pitiful refu- 
gees abound and increase the im- 
pact which India’s huddled masses 
have always had upon the western 
stranger. 

The Indian constitution ob- 
viously does not and cannot repre- 
sent a democracy according to the 
western pattern. Actually, India 
is governed by an educated minor- 
ity, the Congress Party, which 
very often acts like the Demo- 
cratic or Republican party in the 
United States. To mention these 
facts does not minimize the 
majesty of Gandhi's conception; 
the truth is that amid such pov- 
erty his achievements seem the 
greater.

Orchestra Returns With 8 or 
10 New Members—Ovation 
;. fer Golschmann. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra began its seventieth anniver- 
sary season and its nineteenth 
season under the stewardship of 
Viadimir Golschmann yesterday 
afternoon in Kiel Auditorium. 

There was nothing much in the 
performance, or the occasion, to 
distinguish it from the usual open- 
ing concert unless it was that the 
orchestra showed little evidence 
of having been disbanded for sev- 
eral months. Despite the fact that 
the first rehearsals were held in 
one of the smaller halls of the 
auditorium — which might have 
handicapped the achievement of a 
proper balance — the ensemble 
played with a gratifying cohesion 
and a vitality that has been 
characteristic for the last several 
years. 

The orchestra had also assimi- 
lated eight or 10 new members, 
including Amram Lavin, first 
cellist and Earl Bates, first 
clarinetist. The program did not 
allow either any soloistic oppor- 
tunities. 


One Slight Deviation. 

-One slight deviation from the 
usual opening day program (which 
tends to be conservative) was the 
inclusion of a major novelty. This 
was a “Theme and Variations” by 
Arnold Schoenberg, composed in 
1943 and first performed in 1944 
by the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra. Schoenberg was ultra-modern 
as far back as 1915 and his repu- 
tation in this respect .has grown 
no smaller with the years, partly, 
perhaps, because his experimental 
compositions are never played. 
The “Theme and Variations,” how- 
ever, shows a distinct recession 
from the severities of so-called 
“atonal” writing with its neces- 
sary inclusion of strongly dis- 
sonant harmonies. The “Varia- 
tions” are worked out in a more 
or less traditional way, the har- 
monic features are interesting and 
not at all acidulous and it shows a 
great variety of invention in the 
deployment of the thematic ma- 
terial. 

In general its chief interest lies 
in its rhythmic impulsion and its 
ingenious, if far from showy poly- 
phonic life. But it also has ex- 
pressive features, even an occa- 
sional touch of sentiment. The 
scoring is open with every part 
counting for something. It is a 
strong, logical work and its clear, 
vigorous performance by the or- 
chestra enabled one to get a 
solid measure of satisfaction even 
from a first showing. 

Fresh Performance. 

The chief item on the program 
from the standard repertory was 
Beethoven’s Fifth Symphony. This 
work has not been played for 
several years and the wisdom of

absence from time to time was 
justified by the evidence of fresh- 
ness in its performance. Mr. 
Golschmann attempted no star- 
tling interpretive innovations. He 
played it straightaway with logi- 
cal, spirited tempos, incisively ar- 
ticulated details and with an un- 
flagging concentration. The or- 
chestra had tonal depth and 
solidity and plenty of brightness. 

For a ceremonial flourish Mr. 
Golschmann began the concert 
with the fanfare from “La Perl” 
and followed it with a lively de- 
livery of the Berlioz “Roman 
Carnival” overture. The final 
number was the “Suite” made up 
of leading episodes from Richard 
Strauss’s “Der JRosenkavalier.” 
That performance needed a little 
polishing but the general effect 
was little disturbed. A potpourri 
of such a lush, fruity consistency 


did not require the closest atten- , 


tion in any case. The listener 
whose mind wandered could be 
assured that more of the same 
would be going on when it re- 
turned. 

The orchestra greeted Mr. 
Golschmann’s first appearance on 
the platform with a fanfare and 
the audience gave him a rising 
salute. The g@oncert will be re- 
peated tonight. 


Dorothy Dring Smutz Gets En- 
thusiastic Reception at Recital. 

Dorothy Dring Smutz, St. Louis 
pianist-teacher, gave last night a 
recital which she is scheduled to 
repeat in the near future at New 
York’s.

Chrysler Corp. Talks.

General Motors disclosed its 
willingness to study pensions after 
the United Electrical Workers said 
its request for a dicusssion of 
pension and insurance plans had 
been granted by G.M. 

Arthur L. Garfield, UEW inter- 
national representative, made the 
union’s announcement at Dayton, 
O., last night. The UEW repre- 
sents 30,000 workers in five G.M. 
plants in Ohio, New York and 
New Jersey. 

The UEW request was made 
Oct. 4, Garfield said, “for the pur- 
pose of reviewing dur union’s pro- 
posals covering life, accident, 
health, medical, hospital and disa- 
bility insurance and a pension 
plan.” 

Agreement on Reopening Issue. 

During the UEW’s 1948 negotia- 
tions with G.M., Garfield said, an 
agreement was reached that 
“when the court of last resort 
would hold pension and insurance 
matters subject to collective bar- 
gaining, we would reopen negotia- 
tions.” 

Garfield contended the Supreme 
Court decision in the Inland; Steel 
case upheld pension-insurance 
plans as items for collective bar- 
gaining. The same principle, he 
added, was upheld by President 
Truman’s steel fact-finding board. 

‘The General Motors spokesman 
said. however, that the company 
interpreted its agreement merely 
as providing for studies of pen- 
sion plans in event such a court 
acted affirmatively. 

It was agreed, the spokesman 
said, that “in no event would 
there be any change in the con- 
tract until May of 1950.” 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the UAW. President 
Walter Reuther said after the 
union won its pension agreement 
from Ford that efforts would be 
made to get General Motors to 
talk pensions. 


SIR MAURICE CASSIDY DIES; 
HEART DISEASE SPECIALIST 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP) — Sir 
Maurice Cassidy, regarded as one 
of the world’s leading specialists 
in treatment of heart disease, died 
today at the age of 69. He never 
recovered from injuries sufferd in 
an automobile accident last April. 

Sir Maurice, president of the 
Royal Society of Medicine, had 
been a physician to the King since 
1930. He attended George V until 
his death in 1936 and was phy- 
sician to Edward VIII. He also 
was one of several doctors who 
attended King George VI when 
the King’ had a nerve operation 
early this year to restore blood 
circulation in his right leg.

SGHUOL BOARD GROUP 
STUDIES FINANCES 


Defeat of Proposed Pension 
Rise, Refusal of Wage 
Hikes Suggested. 


Defeat of a bill pending in the 
Legislature which would increase 
the retirement pay for teachers 
and refusal by the Board of Edu- 
cation to grant any salary in- 
creases at this time were sug- 
gested last night as means for 
helping the public school system 
improve its financial condition. 

The proposals were made at a 
meeting of the board’s new com- 


mittee on economic needs, which 
will make a recommendation on 
whether a tax increase for school 
purposes should be sought. 

Dr. Herbert O. Winterer, board 
president, and H. M. Stolar, vice 
| president and committee chair- 
man, expressed opposition to the 
proposed retirement increase, 
which would add $400,000 a year 
to the board’s budget. The bill 
is under consideration by a House 
committee. 


Terms of Measure. 


Under the pending bill, deduc- 
tions of 5 per cent would be taken 
from teachers’ salaries up to 
$3000, instead of $2000 as at 
present. This change would in- 
crease the .board’s expenditures 
since it provides funds to match 
the teachers’ contributions. 

“The board has been too wishy- 
washy on these matters in the 
past,” Dr. Winterer said. “This 
committee should recommend that 
the request be turned down cold 
by the Legislature.” 

“It doesn’t seem reasonable to 
superimpose a $400,000 burden on 
a busted financial structure,” 
Stolar added. 

After Dr. Winterer and Stolar 
also agreed that present demands 
by teachers and other school em- 
ployes for salary increases shoyld 
be turned down until the board’s 
financial condition improves, Os- 
car Ehrhardt, executive secretary 
of the CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil, was asked. how he felt on the 
question. 

Ehrhardt, a committee member, 
replied: “I’m holding my fire on 
that for the present.” 


Doubts Approval of Rise. 


Dr. Winterer said he thought 
the Board of Education would 
have little chance in asking voters 
for a tax increase, but Stolar and 
Ehrhardt disagreed, saying they 
felt an increase might be approved 
if proper steps were taken to con- 
vince the voters of its necessity. 

“At least it will be put up to 
the people as to whether we con- 
tinue certain services considered 
essential in the school system,” 
Stolar declared. 

Committee members agreed a 
tax increase would be much easier 
to obtain under a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment, to be sub- 
mitted to the voters in November 
1950, which would require approval 
only by a majority of voters, in- 
stead of two-thirds, for a tax in- 
crease. 


Cites Deficit. 


Mervyn E. Weithaupt, secretary- 
treasurer of the board, pointed 
out the school system faces a $1,- 
438,000 deficit under its budget 
for the fiscal year. Figures which 
he presented indicated the board’s 
present surplus of $3,678,000 would 
be wiped out by the end of the 
next fiscal year unless expenses 
were trimmed or income  in- 
creased. 

“We might as well admit it,” 
Dr. Winterer said. “We’re a bank- 
rupt institution. We don’t have 
the money to carry on as we have 
been. That’s why this committee 
was appointed.” 

Weithaupt discussed a proposal 
for using teachers in making a 
new census of city residents be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 20—an 
enumeration by the state 
for allotment of school funds. For 

person listed, the School 
Board receives $3.51.

During and since the world se- 
ries, it has been robustly rumored 
that Chandler intends to ask the, 
major leagues at their winter 
meeting to put full contro! of um- 
pires in his Cincinnati office. 
Speculation has it that an umpire 
pool might develop with inter- 
league assignments. 

Shortly after Frick declared he 
was unalterably opposed to the 
idea, Harridge issued a statement 
asserting that not only he, but 
also the American League club 
owners would fight it. ° 

“This same report was called to 
our attention some months ago,” 
said Harridge, “and my position 
now is the same as it was then. 
I am absolutely opposed to such a 
program and from my contact at 
that time with our club members, 
I am sure they will take the same 
position.” 

Harridge said that his league’s 
constitution gives the president 
exdlusive control of the appoint- 
meat, discharge and disciplining 
of umpires. 

“Under that authority,” Har- 
ridge continued, “the umpires 
have made a fine contribution to 
baseball. The separate ugnpire 
staffs as constituted today reflect 
credit on both leagues.

Asked if she wanted to waive 
a preliminary hearing, Miss Evans 
replied through muffled sobs, “I 
guess it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence.” Following a conference 
with her parents, Herren set the 
preliminary hearing in his court 
Oct. 31. Following her release 
Miss Evans accompanied her par- 
ents to their farm home, three 
miles east of here. 

The formal charge on which 
Miss Evans was arraigned alleges 
that she “feloniously and on pur- 
pose used a toy pistol and a flash- 
light to strike, beat and wound 
Carmen Rainey with intent to kill 
and murder”, The minimum sen- 
tence on conviction of assault 
with intent to kill is two years in 
the penitentiary. 

Miss Evans yesterday told the 
Post-Dispatch she had no inten- 
tion of trying-to kill Mrs. Rainey, 
but wanted to “put her to sleep” 
so she could search for a revolver 
with which, she said, Mrs. Rainey 
planned to shoot her because of a 
five-year love affair with Rex 
Rainey, undertaker husband of 
Mrs. Rainey. 

Vietim in Seclusion. 

Mrs. Rainey, who remained in 
seclusion at the home of her 
father, told reporters through her 
relatives that she had never 
threatened to shoot Miss Evans. 
She said she had warned the 31- 
year-old Springfield. telephone 
operator to “stay away from my 
husband, but that was five years 
ago.” 

Mrs. Rainey, who is 42 years 
old, was treated for cuts of the 
face and head suffered in her 
struggle with Miss Evans after 
the latter had clapped a chloro- 
form-soaked rag over her face. 
Miss Evans was visited in jail 
yesterday by several women 
friends, who brought her encour- 
agement as \7ell as ice cream and 
sweets, not included in the regu- 
lar jail fare.

The maxi- 
mum benefit for unemployment is 
$20 a week, for not more than 20 
weeks in one year. 

* Provisions of Disputed Bill. 

The pending bill, in its present 
form, would reduce the penalty 
for voluntarily quitting, or dis- 
charge for misconduct, to loss of 
jobless benefit eligibility for from 
two to five weeks, depending on 
the circumstances involved. The 
department would determine the 
actual penalty. Other changes 
would eliminate penalties for quit- 
ting for good personal cause.

INCE the shoulder is one of 

the least expensive cuts of 

lamb, one might assume that 
it would be the least tender one 
and that the best way to cook it 
would be braising. Since the ani- 
mal is young and tender and the 
meat has considerable fat, it is 
excellent roasted in an uncovered 
pan with the fat side up. As the 
roast heats up, the fat melts and 
spreads out over the surface to 
keep the meat juicy, then it drains 
down into the pan. Wher the 
meat is done, the excess fat can 
be drained off before the gravy 
is made. Cooking the shoulder in 
dry heat also produces an attrac- 


tive brown, crisp surface which- 


is always more appreciated than 
the pale yellow, tallowy fat of 
braised lamb. Dressing is always 
less moist in roast than in braised 
meat, and this is the kind that 
most people prefer. Should your 
family be a bit squeamish about 
lamb, roasting it is the best way 
you can cook it. And serving it 
blistering hot is the surest way to 
get the family’s approval because 
when hot, there ig no tallowy 
quality present. 

Savory Roast Stuffed Lamb 

. Shoulder. 

Four-pound shoulder of lamb, 
one medium onion, chopped; one- 
half cup finely chopped celery, 
three tablespoons shortening, one 
cup cold water, three and one-half 
cups soft bread crumbs, two and 
one-half teaspoons salt, pepper, 
dash cayenne, one teaspoon poul- 
try seasoning, one tablespoon flour, 
one tablespoon chopped mint. 

Ask your butcher to remove the 
bone in the lamb shoulder and 
make a pocket for the stuffing. 
Melt shortening in a skillet, add 
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onion and celery and saute until - gert thin slices of garlic in the 


onion and celery are tender: and 
translucent in appearance. Cool 
vegetables. Turn crumbs into a 
bowl and sprinkle with half the 
salt, pepper and seasoning. Toss 
well to distribute. Add the cold 
water blended with the beaten 
egg, then the vegetables and stir 
gently to mix thoroughly. Wipe 
lamb shoulder with a damp cloth 
and make several shallow gashes 
in fat side. Stuff the shoulder, 
skewer the pocket together, in- 


gashes and place shoulder on a 
trivet in’ a roasting pan, fat side 
up. Rub surface of roast with 
flour and sprinkle with remain- 
ing salt. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for 15 minutes and 
then reduce heat to medium (350 
degrees F.) and continue cooking 
for one and one-half hours or un- 
til very tender. Remove roast to 
serving plate, cover to keep hot 
while making gravy from juices 
in Dottom of roasting pan.

in the Prime Min- 
ister’s speech impressed me very 
deeply. The first was the ex- 
planation he gave of Mohandas K. 
Gandhi’s strength, which came 
through the teaching that there 
was no need to fear. This lesson 
led to ‘and Nehru added 
that this attitude developed con- 
fidence in every human being, no 
matter how lowly he might Be. 

In learning not to fear and ijn 
gaining self-confidence, one leads 
others to confidence and through 
this chain one may well change 
the atmosphere of the whole 
world, The trouble with the world 
today is largely made up of the 
world’s fears. 
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THE OND THING that im- 
Pressed “me was the tribute Mr. 
Nehru paid to the women of India 
and the help they have given in 
the struggle for the freedom of 
India. He said he felt that the 
development of India could~ be 
measured by the development of 
the women of India. This means, 
I imagine, that the women learned 
to accept change and not to resist 
it. The changes had to come and 
were very great. Had the women 
made it hard for the men, it might 
indeed have been a long time be- 
fore the necessary chances could 
have come about. 
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AFTER THE DINNER I dashed 
home, changed, and caught the 
night train to Springfield, Mass, 
I slept until a few minutes after
